GOOD FOR CALIFORNIA. 
Our R epresentative), F leased with the 
Senate Tariff B ill. 
[Copyright, 18S8, by Uie California Associated Press.) 
W a sh in g to n, September 26th.—It was a 
busy day in the tariff comniittee-rooni of 
the Senate to-day. All the members of the 
committee, except Senator Brock, were 
present during nearly the entire day. The 
clerk read the bill section by section while 
members of the Senate made copious ex­ 
tracts. As on yesterday, the Senators were 
all requested to leave their copies of the 
bill in the custody of the clerk. 
Senator Allison said it was the earnest 
wish of the committee to prevent the bill 
from getting into public prints until the 
Democrats had submitted their minority 
report. The injunction of secrecy, he said, 
had not been removed, nor was it apt to be 
until the bill had been submitted to the 
Senate. 
The fruit schedule has been very care­ 
fully prepared, and meets with the ’hearty 
recommendation of all Republican repre­ 
sentatives from the Pacific toast. The hard 
fight made in the House over the reduction 
on raisins will be remembered. In the heat 
of debate even the Democratic Congress­ 
men from that State did not hesitate to say 
that such action would seriously endanger 
any chance the party might have there. 
The Republican bill will not reduce the 
duty, but will allow it to remain where it 
now is, at two cents per pound. Figs and 
prunes are left at one cent, while quick­ 
silver is placed at six cents per pound, in­ 
stead of ten per cent, ad valorem. This 
latter is quite an increase on the present 
rate, and will be of benefit also by putting 
a stop to many frauds in the importation 
of this mineral. 
The Republicans from the slope are de­ 
lighted with the bill, because they say it 
will bear the most rigid comparison with 
the measure offered by the Democrats. 


CONVICT LABOR. 
A Tennessee Contract W hich Cleveland 
W ill B e A sked to Explain. 
¡Copyright, 18SS, by the California Associated Press.) 
W ashington, September 26th.—Senator 
Harris, oí Tennessee is having quite a 
lively time of it down in his district over the 
nomination of ex-Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs Atkins, as his rival for Senatorial 
honors, and is making things hot. He has 
a backing of plenty of money, and that is a 
powerful factor in Tennessee politics. An 
interesting feature of this little fight within 
the fold is the power behind Mr. Atkins. 
The boodle which is being so freely used in 
his behalf is all coming front that source, 
and that is none other than the contractor 
for convict labor at the Tennesse State 
Prison. His name is Morrow, and he is 
the same man who was given the contract 
for carrying supplies to the Indians. Mr. 
Atkins gave him this contract. It calls 
for the constant use of 675 teams, and is 
one of the best snaps that has outlived the 
old star route days. 
Senator Jones was speaking of this mat­ 
ter tc-dav, and called attention to the fact 
that it would not have been possible for the 
Democratic Administration to have given 
this immense contracting into the hands of 
a man employing convict labor had Presi 
dent Cleveland signed the bill introduced 
by the Republicans and which passed both 
Houses during the last session. The bill in 
question prohibited the employment of 
convict labor on Government work. Sena­ 
tor Jones has determined to propose a res­ 
olution calling on President Cleveland to 
furnish Congress with all the data relating 
to the awardiug of this contract. There 
may be some very interesting news in it. 
Senator Harris does not like Atkina’ can­ 
vass against him, bnt cannot afford to make 
the matter public.

ANYTHING TO M AKE VOTES. 
An A lleged D em ocratic Plan to W ork 
tlie Invalid Pensioners.

W ash in g to n, September 26th—During 
the past two months six of the most expert 
clerks in the office of the Third Auditor of 
the Treasury have been at work classifying 
the list of male invalid pensions, giving the 
date of issue of each pension, with the 
name of the pensioner, the rate of pension 
per month, and the town and county ad­ 
dresses. Only male pensioners are in­ 
cluded in this list, and the only lists made 
up have ba. n of pensioners in States which 
are practically doubtful, except Kentucky. 
Lists have been made for California, New 
Y ork and New Jersey, and the clerks arc 
now completing the list of pensioners for 
Indiana. 
It is stated that copies of the list of pen­ 
sioners in each county are to be sent to the 
Democratic County Committees and com­ 
plete lists to theState committees. The ob­ 
ject in doing this work is to give the politi­ 
cal managers in Indiana an opportunity to 
make advance on the pensioners through 
the forty or fifty special agents now in each 
of the doubtful States and through county 
Tv.id State Central Committees. 
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■CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
The Senate. 
W a sh in g t o n, September 26'h.— Iu the 
Semite the bill reported by Hoar in Feb­ 
ruary last to provide for inquests under 
national authority was taken up, and 
George proceeded to address the Senate on 
the subject. After reviewing the origin and 
history of African slavery and of the causes 
leading up to the was-, Mr. George gave a 
detailed ctatement of the political situation 
in Mississippi from the days of reconstruc­ 
tion to the present time. 
At the conclusion of his speech the bill 
went over without action. 
Daniels addressed the Senate on the reso­ 
lution to refer the President’s annual 
message. He said the Democracy had 
written on its banner, “ Unnecessary taxa­ 
tion is unjust taxation,” and by that sign it 
would conquer or fall.

At Gloucester and Rockport the gale was 
terrific acd the rain was a deluge, convert­ 
ing the streets into rivers. The sea ran 
higher than ever known before, and the 
spray was thrown hundreds of feet inland.

11 is, of course, barely possible that 141- 
lson_ the indefatigable ¡uventor, lias dis­ 
covered a specific for yellow fever, but the 
inclination is to doubt it, and to treat bis 
announcement as purely fanciful. 
Edison 
knows nothing of the disease by experi­ 
ence ; he is not a medical man, and above 
all, the fever—like many other fevers— 
is to be treated oniy as such, and not by 
general application of one remedy to all 
cases; in each case, as it varies in individ­ 
ual instances, the patient must have the 
attention of a physician, or at least of a 
skilled nurse, familiar with the plague. 
Notwithstanding Pasteur’s efforts to check 
hydrophobia, and the announcement that 
a Spanish physician had discovered a 
cholera preventive in a form of vaccina­ 
tion, it is by no means settled that the one 
has been able to prevent the spread of 
cholera by his discovery, or that the 
other has really prevented hydrophobia 
from 
developing. 
The 
lielief 
in 
the 
anti - hydrophobia application 
is 
greater, however, 
than in any other. 
.American and French 
physicians and 
scientists have long been diligent!v en­ 
gaged in research to find some means of 
taving the yellow fever when it assails a 
city, but 
thus 
far their labors have 
been comparatively fruitless. 
It is not 
probable, therefore, that Edison Las sud­ 
denly fallen upon the longed-for specific. 
It is more likely by far that Pasteur and 
the Spanish doctor have succeeded in the 
direction of their labors, than that Edi­ 
son, an electrician, should have outstripped 
the American and French physicians. 
Should Congress, as it has been petitioned 
to do, oiler $100,000 reward for a specific 
for yellow fever, it is to be taken for 
granted that several thousands of people 
will conic forward and claim the premium 
on the basis of concoctions with the assur­ 
ance that they need but to be taken to 
effect a perfect cure, and the chances are 
that they will all be found valueless. 
There is tne excellent “ preventive” of 
yellow 
fever, 
perfect 
cleanliness 
in 
cities and towns, and proper sanitary 
precautions 
as 
to 
drainage 
and 
sewage. 
Even where all the sanitary con­ 
dition-, however, are iff’ ike 
char­ 
acter, the disease sometimes appears, hav­ 
ing been transmitted by travelers, the 
mails, baggage, etc. Good sanitation, how­ 
ever, deprives the plague of its food mostly. 
It lives upon filth, but it secures no firm 
foothold where there is constant watchful­ 
ness over the sanitation of cities and 
towns, 
ft is certain, too, that the burial 
of victims of the yellow fever is a menace 
to the living. The yellow fever burial- 
ground breeds pestilence under proper con­ 
ditions, and these prevail in most semi- 
tropical climates. The right thing to do 
with the victims who have fallen before 
the foe, is to cremate their dead bodies 
and thus put beyond possibility of doubt 
the question whether the grave earth rest­ 
ing upon the bodies of fever victims does 
not become charged with the fever germ. 
They certainly believe in Brazil, where a 
Government Commission of scientists and 
physicians examined into the m atter and 
experimented for some years, that the 
burial of victims of cholera, small-pox, 
yellow fever, does charge the grave ground 
with disease germs that are active for two 
years or more.

THE DILEMMA OF THE PRESIDENT. 


According to a Washington dispatch 
special to the San Francisco Examiner, 
but which the other metropolitan journals 
singularly ignore, the antDChinc-se bill 
and the Chinese treaty matter have as­ 
sumed new attitudes as political factors. 
For the purpose of present consideration, 
let the integrity of the Examiner's special 
he assumed. 
It then appears that the 
Chinese Government had not rejected the 
Bayard treaty when the Administration 
caused the Scott exclusion bill to be intro­ 
duced and rushed through" the House. 
On the contrary, China was, according to 
the Examiner $ report, about to ratifv the 
treaty when it- Imperial Council heard of 
the Scott bill. Thereupon it awaited the 
action of the Senate. That body bein, 
one of the cardinal factors in treaty-mak­ 
ing, was held to have insulted China when 
it passed the Scott bill, and thereupon, 
without awaiting the consummation of the 
Senate’s action, without pausing to see if 
the Executive would not veto the hill, it 
abruptly refused to ratify the treaty, and 
so notified Ministei lien by. 
Now, all this m ar be tme, hut we need 
stronger testimony than the Examiner's 
correspondent to convince us of it. 
If 
China acted as reported then it is beneath 
even the contempt of our Government, and 
it is well that 
all relations with 
it 
should lie broken off. 
But assuming 
the facts to lie as related, in what position 
is the President placed before the country? 
The Scott bill is an Administration meas­ 
ure. 
It post-dated the Bay aid treaty— 
also the child of the Administration. It 
was introduced and pushed to passage 
j lending the consideration of the treaty by 
the Chinese Government. The Senate 
passed the bill with few dissenting votes, 
and at the solicitation of the Administra­ 
tion, which subsequently repented of its 
vigor and sought to recall the hill. 
It 
was pushed through upon the announce­ 
ment that the President had unofficial or 
semi-official information of the rejection of 
the treaty by China, it follows that to 
supjiort the bill will bring upon him the 
auger of so much of the East as opposes 
exclusion ; if he kills the bill he oliends 
the Pacific coast and the large and increas­ 
ing ami-< 'hiñese sentiment of the East. 
It looks very much as if, between Mr. 
Bayard s 
blundering 
and 
weak-kneed 
treatv, the fear of the advisers of the Pres­ 
ident which culminated in the Scott bill, 
and his own 
unstatesmanlike, not to 
say 
undignified 
and 
unprecedented 
course in accepting unofficial information 
as to the action of a Government with 
which he was dealing according to the eth­ 
ics of diplomatic intercourse, Mr. Cleve­ 
land is to take harm, no matter what he 
does with the Scott hill. There is nothing 
whatever in the situation to command anv 
sympathy foi him. 
He has dallied with 
instead of handling the Chinese matter 
with vigor, and in an uncertain, cxaspei- 
ating way has attempted to serve both 
sides to a question, which has no middle 
ground.

evening who said that two weeks ago it 
was his pleasure to visit for the first time 
the Pacific slope. He had hoard of Cali­ 
fornia, of its wonderful productions and 
vast resources, but was satisfied that tbc 
halt bad not been told him. On behalf of 
Ohio he thanked the people of California 
for what it had done for that nobleman, 
Allen G. Thurman. 
[Applause,] Until 
hs came here he cou'.d not understand fully 
the reason for the affection entertained by 
the people of California for Aden G. Thur­ 
man. 
lie knew that even before the 
people of this State were really aware of 
the danger they were in, o! the threat to 
their political life from the Mongolian im­ 
migration to this coast, Allen G. Thurman 
saw and warned the country against it. 
He had listened to a speech delivered by 
Judge Thurman on the 15th of September, 
1870, when he annou iced what all had 
shtce found out to be true. He had said that 
the excuse given for Chinese immigration 
was that cheap labor was needed. To this 
idea Judge Thurman said he never would 
subscribe. America had no use for cheap 
labor. The speaker then proceeded to say 
that no aetiou was taken by Congres3 on 
the subject until during the administration 
of President llaves, an anti-Chinese bill 
was passed which received the vote of every 
Democratic member of Congress. 
It was 
vetoed by the Republican President. An­ 
other bill W83 passed during the term of 
President Arthur. It was vetoed by the 
President, but at that time enough Itepub- 
cans joined with the Democrats to pass it 
over the veto. Benjamin Harrison voted 
fourteen times to continue this plague. 
[Applause.] Benjamin Harrison and his 
law partner naturalized seventeen Cltinn- 
men, the only Chinamen that he knew of 
that bad ever been naturalized in this 
country. If they were alive on elcc ion 
day they would all vote for Ah B n for 
President. 
President Cleveland

The Republican party had 
taken up the challenge and replied to it by 
putting up for President the friend anil 
champion of the Chinaman, and as a run­ 
ning mate they gave him tbe representa­ 
tive of the importation of foreign laborers 
under contracts made abroad [applause]; 
the man who bad made himself notorious 
by his importation of dairy maids and 
farmers for his magnificent plantation near 
New York. 
The Republican party had adopted the 
cry of protection to American labor, but 
those who looked closely into it had found 
out that they did not meau protection to 
American laborers. 
Senator John Sber- 
mau had introduced and had passed a 
law making it legal to import laborers 
under contracts from abroad, and that re­ 
mained the law of the laud until a Demo­ 
cratic Congress repealed tbe law and passed 
an Act making it criminal 10 import la­ 
borers into this country under contraéis 
made abroad. [Applause.] 
The speaker then, in thrilling language 
rehearsed the story told by Mr. Powderly 
Chief of the Knights of Labor, of the mis­ 
ery of the Hungarian miners who had been 
imported to take the place of American la­ 
borers thrown out of employment for dar­ 
ing to ask for fair wages. He said that the 
intelligent workingmen had learned that 
the Republican party did not mean protec­ 
tion to the American laborer, but to the 
men who were rolling up fortunes for 
themselves at the expense of the laborer. 
He told how the notorious Harper, of 
Cincinnati, during tbe campaign of ltisi, 
called the employes of his iron works to­ 
gether, and told them that if Cleveland was 
elected it would be necessary to close tbe 
works or reduce the wages of the men. 
One man had replied that he believed tiiat 
if Harper thought the election of Cleveland 
would reduce wages he would vote for him 
himself. The works were still running, 
and wages had not been reduced, but Har­ 
per was not running them, for the United 
States Court had sent him to the peniten­ 
tiary for ten years. 
Mr. Follet then spoke at length of the 
burdens of taxation, and asserted that the 
war taxes had not only not been reduced, 
but had bpnn actually increased. He quoted 
from the Republican platforms of 1882 and 
18S4, to show that the Republican party 
was pledged to reduce the tariff arid correct 
its inequalities ; and from speeches of Jas. 
G. Blaine, General Logan and President 
Garfield, to the same etfect. He asserted 
that Syrat U3e salt was cheaper in Toronto, 
Canada, than at the Syracuse salt works. 
American copper, from the mines of Mich­ 
igan, was cheaper in Canada than on this 
side of the line. You can buy an Ameri­ 
can sewing machine, made in ibis country, 
cheaper in any part of Europe tLua any­ 
where on American soil. 
The reduction in the tariff proposed by 
the Milis bill was not free trade! It whs 
only a redaction of 5 per cent. If a reduc­ 
tion from 47 percent, to 42 per cent, was 
free trade, he wanted to know what protec­ 
tion is? The speaker then illustrated in a 
most forcible manner tbe taxation of vari­ 
ous kinds of manufactured woolen goods 
and drew pictures which brought forth 
storms of applause. Protection never added 
a farthing to the wages of labor. Wages 
were higher in this country than anywhere 
else, and they ought to ’be. It eras the 
greatest country on the face of the earth. 
The highest wages paid in the world out­ 
side of this country were paid in tree trade 
England, being 50 tier cent, higher than in 
Prance and Germany. 
On the day previous the speaker had met 
a great raisin-producer of Fresuo. who was 
a good Democrat, and who oniy asked the 
Government tc keep its hands off and al­ 
low him to sell his goods where he wished 
to. On the pialforni where he spoke eat 
four Vice-Presidents who were large pro­ 
ducers of wool, who said the Republicans 
could cot pull tbe wool over their eyes. 
Wool was selling L re for iess than it was 
in Australia, which wus our chief compet­ 
itor. The fact was, that every time the 
tariff on wool was raised the price had gone 
down, simply because it destroyed the abil­ 
ity of the Americau manufacturer to get 
the necessary wool to tsix with the home 
product and compete ic the markets. He 
insisted that the pauper labor of Enrone 
had never competed with anything in this 
country, and never would. ’ 
The result of the imposition of the tariff 
on several articles was then illustrated 
The speaker asserted that tbe result of in­ 
vestment in tarms in the United Srates 
amounted t;i $280 per hand, while the in­ 
come on the highly protected industries 
was $700 per hand. He asked his hearers 
if they had ever heard of a labor strike in 
the United States before 1880; if they had 
ever known the tramp before that 'time 
No; they were the legitimate outgrowth of 
Republican legislation. 
The speaker said that the Republican 
party had not dared to give the country a 
bill which agreed with their platform 
Even Harrison had found the free whisky 
plank of the Republican Convention hard 
toswaliow. He told an anecdote in tiii3 
connection which created great merriment. 
Mr. Folett's speech occupied over two 
hours and was well received. The fore­ 
going report is, of course, but a mere skele­ 
ton of his remarks. 
The meeting adjourned with three cheers 
for Cleveland and Thurman, and for the 
speaker of the eveniDg.

Hamilton, Esq., Clerk oj Sacramento 
County—D ear S ir : lu answer to your verbal in­ 
quiry a> to whut is the last day lor registration 
lor tne approaching general eleetion, 1 have to 
say, that whatever may have been the reason of 
the difference, or whether or not it is without 
reason, yet the law docs make a difference be­ 
tween a Presidential election and other gem ral 
elections, as to the last day tor registration. The 
law being clear, there is no occasion for specu­ 
lation, although probably the chief reasons for 
this difference are tbc great importance of a 
Piesidentinl election, and the fact that it comes 
on a eertr.iu day throughout the Union as pre­ 
scribed by a law of Congress, whereas there 
are general elections iu the Stales which may 
come on that day, or some other day, us 
the laws of the s veral States may’ pre­ 
scribe. It 
must 
be remembered also tliat 
our law in rcspc-ct to a Presidential election, 
which m akes the last day for registration the 
first Monday iu October, does not disfranchise 
any one by reason of the fact of there being 
mure than thirty days between the first Monday 
ol October and the day of the Presidential elec’- 
tion. this year the 6th of November, because, 
under the la-.v, a person may have liis name en­ 
tered by the Clerk upon the Great Register by 
his making an attidavit “m at he is or w ould be 
an elector oi the county at the next succeeding 
election.’’ (See, 1007, Sub. 6, Pol. Code.] 
The Constitution says that as to an elector, he 
must have been a resident of the State one year 
next preceding the eleetion, and of the county 
in which he claims to vote ninety days, and in 
tne election precinct thirty days. When there 
isaG reat Register his name must be enrolled 
theieon. The law does not. however, in so 
mull}’ words say what is the last day for regis­ 
tration, but we arrive at that conclusion from 
what it does say. It says: “On the lirsl Mon­ 
day of October in each year iu which there 
should be a general or Presidential election, and 
on the thirtieth day prior to each general 
election held every two years thereafter, each 
County Clerk must make a copy of the uncan- 
eelled entries existing on the Great Regisierof 
their respective couuties.” li may he claimed 
that the register must he complete before the 
Clerk commences his copy, and that, therefore, 
this year the last day is the 29th of September, 
lint that can hardly he the intention, lor on the 
thirtieth day prior to any other genera! elec­ 
tion than a Presidential one he is to commence 
his copy. But under the Constitution, il a per­ 
son lias all the pre-requisites of au elector on 
the thirtieth day prior to any election lie is en­ 
titled to vote. Therefore he has all ot Ihe 
thirtieth day to register. Why, therefore, should 
he not have all of the first Monday ot October 
in which to register? 1 conclude’that he has, 
and this reason is supplemented by another, 
that the law should be construed liberally in 
respect to tbe right of suffrage, which is the 
main pillar of our free institutions.

Charles Shrewsbury 
was charged with petit larceny and pleaded 
not guilty. 
W hen arraigned oi: Monday 
m orning he demanded a ju ry trial, but 
when the case was set for trial on T hurs­ 
day he concluded that he was paying too 
heavily for the luxury of a ju ry "trial by 
rem aining in jail that length of tim e. Ac­ 
cordingly he waived a j ury yesterday m orn­ 
ing and the case was proceeded with, 
Frank Estabrook defending the prisoner. 
The com plaining witness was Joe French, 
who testified that he went to sleep in the 
willows at the north end of the Third- 
street bridge, and when he awoke found 
that his shoes were gone. 
H e and officer 
Campbell subsequently found the shoes, 
valued at $2, in a second hand store, where 
they had been sold by a woman for twenty 
cents, The woman said Shrewsbury gave 
them to her. 
The defendant testified that 
he slept one night on the banks of the 
slougb, and when he woke up his shoes 
were gone and the pair in question was 
left in their place. They did not fit him 
and were of no use to him , consequently 
when a woman came along and asked if 
she could have them he told her he did not 
care, and she took them away. 
Defendant 
was found not guilty. 
Joe Peters was tried and convicted of 
battery upon M artin W elch, a m iner from 
Placer county. 
F rank 
L. "White 
and 
Adolph W olf testified that they were at the 
corner of the alley on T hird street, be­ 
tween J and K, on Saturday afternoon, 
when they saw W elch running out of the 
saloon of A.ntone Cordoza, followed by the 
defendant, who is the barkeeper at the 
saloon. 
Welch was drunk and fell down 
and Peters kicked him , and as he a t­ 
tempted to rise struck him in the face. 
Peters, Cordoza and others testified that 
W elch had made trouble aud used foul 
language in the saloon, and attem pted to 
strike Peters, who put him out by order of 
the proprietor. 
Peters will receive his 
sentence to-morrow.

H e said he was hungry aud was 
going to take the cheese out to where he 
could get a knife to cut it. H e has been 
emp’oyed about the m arket, w hen sober, 
for the past two years. Judge Buckley 
will pronounce sentence upon him this 
morning.

S id e w alk In sp ecto r. 
There are num erous com plaints from all 
quarters that the Sidewalk Inspector does 
not attend to his duty, and it is asserted by 
many that he does not m ake any preten­ 
sion of doing so. One thing is certain, and 
that is, that the sidewalks in m any parts of 
the city are in bad condition and that noth­ 
ing has been done about it. The City Sur­ 
veyor receives $25 per m onth for attending 
to the Cities of Sidewalk Inspector, and, if 
he c i *jt do the work, it ought to be 
placed in the hands of some one who will. 
Mayor Gregory was spoken to on the sub­ 
ject yesterday morning, and said that there 
had been so m any complaints made to him 
that he had notified the Inspector that if he 
did not attend to the duties some one would 
be appointed who would do so. A citizen 
present suggested that the proper thing to 
do would be to m ake the Sanitary and 
Building Inspector the Inspector of Side 
walks, and add the $25 per month to his 
salary, instead of to that of the City Sur­ 
veyor, who evidently has too m uch else to 
do. 
Mr. Starr’s duties are already ar­ 
duous, aud his salary very small in propor 
tion to the work done, but he could attend 
to the duties of Sidewalk Insptcfor while 
looking after the sanitary condition of the 
city. 
The zeal and energy displayed by 
him in the performance of the duties now 
imposed upon him are a sufficient guar­ 
antee that he would attend to anything else 
that may be confided to him with equal fi­ 
delity and promptness.

THE PIUTE HOP-PICKERS HAVE A 
BIG DANCE AND EAT. 


T h ey 
A re a S u c c e ss In th e H o p - ) 
F ie ld s —S p e e c h e s o f th e In d ia n 
B ra v e s —H a b its a n d C u sto m s. 


A very im portant industry in Sacra­ 
m ento 
county is that of hop-raising. 
Thousands of bales are annually raised in 
this section, and in one or two instances 
one season’s crop has made the grower 
wealthy. There is m uch labor attending 
the raising of thi3 crop—the planting of 
the roots, the cultivating, the polling of the 
vines, and the picking. T he last has to be 
done in a very few days, and necessitates 
the employment of a large num ber of 
Lands. For several years the Chinese had 
an entire monopoly of this labor, they dic­ 
tated their own terms, went on a strike 
whenever they felt so disposed, and the 
growers were continually at their mercy. 
Last year Mr. Mackey, ¡Superintendent of 
Haggin’s ranch, secured the services of a 
hundred or more Piute Indians from Ne­ 
vada. It proved a grand success. Their 
work is very much superior to that of the 
Chinese. The hops they gather are free 
from leaves, the poles are taken down and 
piled up, and the yard-owners can give 
them len cents more a hundred for their 
work than they do the Chinese. 


THEY ARE IX GREAT DEMAND. 
Tiiis year the Indians were in great de­ 
m and. every hop-grower was after them, 
and 3Ü0 found employment in the hop 
yards of John Rooney, A. H enke and J. F. 
Carnp. 
These Indians belong to the Piute tribe, 
and live iu Nevada, along the H um boldt 
from Reno to W adsworth. They n re-a 
fine-looking set of natives, the men large, 
of powerful buiid ; the women rather good- 
looking' and the 
children heallhy and 
active. They are all workers, going into the 
field at the break of day. and, with the ex­ 
ception oí lunch tim e,'stick close to their 
work until the sun sinks beneath the west­ 
ern horizon. 
HOW THEY LIV E. 
Their wickiups consist of four poles 
driven into the ground in the form of a 
square, poles are placed across on top from 
one to another, forming a frame, which is 
covered cither with canvas or the green 
houghs of willows, that grow in profusion 
on the river’s bank. They divide off into 
families or messes, from five to seven in a 
mess, and one squaw stays at home, keeps 
house, takes care of the p-appooses, and 
cooks, while ail 
the 
others 
are hard 
at 
work 
in 
the 
hop-fields. 
They 
are good livers and do not confine them ­ 
selves to the coarser foods, but purchase 
everything that the m arket affords. 
Mr. 
Carnp says they ate a bullock a day, from 
one to two wagon-loads of melons, ¿11 kind 
of vegetables, fruits, canned goods, and were 
particularly fond of preserves and jellies. 
They gave the “boss of the ranch” everyday 
orders for the provisions they wanted and the 
same was deducted h em their weekly pay­ 
ments. Some of the gangs that were more 
expert than others, and consequently earned 
more wages, put in orders for chicken pies, 
eggs, etc. They came to the State broke 
aud illy clad, and go back well clothed and 
pockets lull of money. 


THEY SAVE A DEMOCRATIC MERCHANT. 
They were a Uodsend to an up-town 
merchant, who some m onths ago laid in a 
large stock of bandana handkerchiefs for 
the campaign. H e got stuck on them, but 
Captain Sam took them all as a “job lot,” 
and every Piute of the party is now trying 
to em ulate “ the Old Rom an,” even" the 
squaw3 showing their appreciation for the 
free-trade doctrine .by wearing bandana 
turbans. 


SUPERIOR TO TH E MONGOLIAN. 
W hile the 
im m igration 
society 
has 
brought people to this section that ¿re de­ 
sirable as settlers, it is safe to say that 
none have come to this section which have 
been more highly appreciated. Thev filled 
a demand for labor to the full satisfaction 
of the employer. They have caused several 
hundred Chinese to leave this section for 
pastures new, and in this they have pleased 
everyone. _ They are industrious, sober and 
honest. No one can say that they are not 
faithful workers. They do not use tire 
water. They buy everything they see that 
they want and tliey pay cash for all thev 
get. They do not associate w ith the lower 
class of whites or the tram p element, and 
whenever any of the latter go prowling 
about their camp they are sent away iu 
short order. 


SUPERIOR TO TH E DIGGERS. 
The Pintes are an entirely different class 
of Indians from the "Diggers” of California. 
The latter are lazy, treacherous, devoid of 
virtue, filthy and fast becoming exterm in­ 
ated by disease. The Diggers, especially 
the squaws, go into m ourning for the dead 
by covering their foreheads and cheeks 
with tar, and, although natives of the for­ 
est, they abstain from the use of water, ex­ 
cept for drinking purposes. The Piules 
are of cleanly habits, which no doubt, in a 
great degree, accounts for their healthy and 
robust appearance. In the morning, im m e­ 
diately after arising, they took a plunge 
in the 
American, aud 
again 
another 
swim 
at 
the 
close 
of 
their 
day’s 
work. They are ail expert swimmers. All 
swim at the same time. Une of the ranch­ 
men who saw about 200 bucks and squaws 
in bathing at one time said the scene re­ 
minded him very much of Santa Cruz. The 
only difference was that at the fashionable 
bathing resort bathing suits were worn, but 
such things were entirely unknow n to these 
children of the forest. Two Indian women 
conducted a laundry during the hop-pick­ 
ing season on the banks of the American, 
and a gentlem an who saw the washing 
“ bung out ” on the rocks to dry said 
it rem inded 
him of 
the 
back yard 
of a 
rag 
carpet manufactory. There 
was a total absence of underw ear and 
stockings but a great profusion of red 
shirts, skirts and bandana handkerchiefs. 


A GRAND DANCE. 
The Indians having concluded their hop- 
picking, wished, before their departure, to 
have a “ harvest feast,” a big dance, or as 
they termed it a “fandango.” 
W hen they 
m ade known their desiie the movement 
was 
im m ediately 
seconded by Messrs. 
Iloouey, Camp and Menke. 
Rooney con­ 
tributed a two-year-old heifer, Meñke a 
fatted calf, and Camp a four-year-old bul­ 
lock, and the Indians appointed yester­ 
day as the tim e for their grand pow-wow. 
The cattle were slaughtered and divided up 
between the different 
camp3 
pro-rata. 
Feasting commenced in the m orning and 
lasted throughout the day. The bucks 
were dressed in their best clothes, their 
heads decorated with feathers, their cheeks 
tatooed 
with brigh-colored paints, and 
about half of them wore broad-brimmed 
w hite felt hats with stiff brims, around 
which was a red hand or a bandana hand­ 
kerchief. The sqnaws were gaily attired in 
Mother Hubbards of bright colored m ate­ 
rial, and the youngsters and piccaninnies 
were dressed up as for a picnic. 
W hen 
four o'clock arrived, the hour set for 
the 
dance, 
at 
least 
two 
hundred 
white people, 
m en and women, had 
assembled at the campoody on the Menke 
ranch, about a mile beyond Perkins station, 
on the Sacramento Valley road. The camp 
was in an open alfalfa field that had been 
grazed with stock, forming a good sod, free 
from dust, shaded on one side with a long 
row of cottonwoods. In the center of the 
field were the wigwams of som e two hun­ 
dred Indians. 
W hen the visitors arrived 
the camp contained only th e . women and 
children, the bucks having gone down to 
the river to dress and paint for the "w a r 
dance.” 
ON W ITH TH E DANCE. 
A t fifteen m inutes past 4 the bucks 
marched into camp, headed by a bamboo 
band, three abreast. Captain Johnson, an 
aged Indian, who is interpreter and chief 
spokesman for the tribe, made a circle for 
the dancers, and the eager spectators and 
the Indians who did not dance formed 
around to watch the novel performance. 
The dancers were arranged in a row on one 
side of the circle. The bucks, twenty-two 
iu num ber, were stripped to the waist and 
barefooted. Their breasts, backs and faces 
were painted with red and white stripes, 
and their heads adorned w ith feathers. 
Seven squaws also took part in the dance, 
and danced more than the m en. They were 
in full dress, high neck and long skirts, and 
their faces delicately painted with streaks of 
carm ine and white. 
Their necks were 
adorned with immense strings of beads, 
and their long raven tresses w tre tied back : 
with bright-colored ribbons. 


MODEST IN D IA N M AIDENS. 
They were very modest in their dancing j 
—there was not a higb-kicker amoDgst the ■ 
entire lot. One of the bucks was very act- , 
ive, and danced about the ectire circle. He 
was a high kicker, a low squatter, a good 
contortionist, a first-class tum bler, a trag­ 
ical poser, and in calesthenics evidently ■ 
had taken lessons from Dio Lewis. 
H e 


was very demonstrative, full of fun, and 
made no end of fun for the crowd. The 
whites 
applauded, 
and 
the 
more 
they 
cheered 
the 
harder 
the 
na­ 
tives danced. 
Their 
dance 
exercises 
every muscle of the body and as the 
w eather was exceedingly hot the th er­ 
m om eter about 105 degrees in the shade, 
it is needless to say the perspiration flowed 
freely. The dance at the Pavilion duriDg 
the fair was a tam e thing in comparison to 
this genuine whoop up. The baud con­ 
sisted of fifteen inusiciar s. the instrum ents 
all being of bamboo of different shape and 
they kept excellent time. 
About thirty 
young bucks stood back of the dancers and 
chanted while the latter kept tim e with 
their feet and violent motions and contor­ 
tions of the body. Captain Sam. the Chief, 
stood by and gave directions and the dance 
went on. In the midst of the fandango he 
cried a halt, and signaling the Indian that 
had made such a decided hit crowned him 
with a head-dress of eagle feathers. The 
whites cheered lustily and for the next half 
hour that buck alm ost killed him self in his 
grand and lofty tum bling, and 
waved 
kisses to the audience in return for their j 
plaudits. 


H IT THEM AT THE RIG HT TIM E. 
The dance had been running hut a short ‘ 
tim e when Captain Sam called a halt aud 
Captain Johnson, stepping into th e ring, j 
said: 
“ Ladies and gentlemen—W e arc j 
glad to see so many of you here. 
W e have ! 
come a long way to please you and we will 
give you this afiernoon one of the best per­ 
formances you ever saw. W e have charged 
no admission fee. All are welcome, but 
we propose taking up a collection to help 
the buys out. They have lo s in store for 
you and as soon as the collection is taken 
we will proceed. The next thing on the 
program m e is the war dance of the Pintes, 
accompanied by ti e song that has been 
handed down from generation to genera- 
Iion and was sune by our people loi-g be­ 
fore Colnmbns crossed the Atlantic. Be 
lively 
n o w ; 
get 
out 
your 
half 
dollars, quarters, dimes and nickels and 
don’t delay the show. For fear I wouldn’t 
get my hat back I will do the passing m y­ 
self.” 
The collection 
was 
taken and 
am ounted to some $12 or $15. 


TH E WAR DANCE. 
The war dance was the best part of the 
performance. One buck jumped into the 
ring with a yelling, hitting him self on the 
m outh rapidly. It was a piercing scream 
of ha-la la-la loo. 
His example was fol­ 
lowed by twenty others, and for a time it 
looked as if they were going to start on a 
scalping expedition then aud there. Sev­ 
eral 
ladies felt for their 
back 
hair, 
while 
a 
bald-headed 
rancher 
raised 
his hat and smiled. 
In the war dance 
they pound their breasts, go into hand-io- 
haud combats with the im aginary enemy, 
stoop over his prostrate form, throw aloft 
the scalp-lock and shout words of defiance 
This 
dance 
seemed to highly please 
the squaws, for they applauded with as 
m uch vim and earnestness as did the whites. 


UNTUTORED ORATOES. 
Mr. Menke at this juncture addressed the 
assemblage, and sain that the two chiefs 
desired to make speeches, and asked that 
the audience be quite, that all m ight hear 
w hat they had to say. 
Captain David was the first to speak. 
He is about sixty-five years of age, with 
iron-gray hair, cut short and parted on the 
side. 
He has a comm anding presence, 
speaks with considerable oratorical ability 
and his gestures are very graceful. H e 
spoke in his native tongue, his language 
being interpreted by Captain Johnson, who 
followed his gestures and m odulations of 
voice very closely. 
He said: “ Ladies aud 
gentlemen, to say that I am pleased upon 
this occasion would but faintly express my 
feelings. W e came among you strang­ 
ers, 
I 
hope 
we 
part 
"friends. 
I 
have 
lived 
upon 
the 
reservations 
of our country, my 
people have ever 
been loyal. W hen under the Government’s 
charge we till the soil; we did more than 
our part, but I cannot say as much for the 
Government agents. 
W e are uneducated, 
we are moved by the natural hum an in ­ 
stincts, we are taught at our m other’s 
knee to resent a wrong, and at the same 
tim e we are taught to cultivate, encourage 
and cherish friendship. 
You do a kind 
act to one of my people and it is never for­ 
gotten. and a wrong though not al ways re­ 
sented is as equally hard to efface from 
memory. I regret to-day that we are to leave 
you, that our work is accomplished and 
that we m ust leave for our homes on the 
other side of the m ountains. 
W hile the 
soil we return to is not as productive as 
yours, while our surroundings are not so 
pleasant, the opportunities to secure em ­ 
ployment not so good, still it’s onr birth­ 
place, the burial place of our kindred for 
centuries, and will be ours and of those 
who follow us, for centuries to come. 
I 
like the men for whom we have worked; 
they have treated us kindly, they have 
only spoken kind words to our wives and 
our little ones, they have paid us our wages, 
they have supplied all our wants. We start 
to-morrow or next day for our hom e in Ne­ 
vada. 
W e go away now but we will return 
to you again next year. 
We came over the 
Central Pacific Railroad and we will return 
to our hom e by the same route. The con­ 
ductors iu that com pany treat us right. 
They don't kick us about, neither do they 
insult us. The read from Placerville that 
runs through Folsom passes here and goes 
on to Sacram ento do not grant tis that priv­ 
ilege. This they should do. The Indian 
should be allowed to ride on any road in 
the United States. W ho does America bi- 
long to if not to the Indian ? We passed no 
restriction Act to keep you folks out. 
We 
kicked a little at your coming, 
it is 
true, hut still you came, and what has 
been 
the result ? You 
have been 
to 
us w hat you fear the Chinese will be to 
you. 
Y'ou soon outnum bered 
u s ; 
we 
were driven from onr hom e and streams ; 
onr game was slaughtered, our forests de­ 
stroyed, and we came to be looked upon as 
outlaws in our own country by those who 
had come among us uninvited. We should 
be treated better by the railroad companies 
than we have been, and the Government 
that has been built upon the ruins of our 
firesides should protect ns in more of our 
rights. You can never m ake an Indian 
believe that he has not a prior right in this 
country. 
We claim that America belongs 
to us. Some forty years ago, when I was a 
young m an, I saw the im migration setting 
west to California. You discovered metals 
of which we knew not the value; you 
settled up this western country; you killed 
off our gam e; denuded our forests, and 
now the least you can do is to let us have a 
free ride over the railroads. This is all we 
ask. W e are not like the Chinese. 
We 
come among you, labor industriously, and 
our wages all find its way into your meat 
markets, your groceries and clothing stores. 
Uf the $6,000 we receive for labor in these 
three hop fields, fully $5,000 of it is left 
with your people: better than that, it is put 
to the widest circulation. 
W hat does the 
Chinaman do with his earnings? 
Not a 
dollar of it ever goes back into the hands 
of the whites, the few cents he pays out for 
a ' living ’ goes into the hands of the Chi­ 
nese merchants, and the largest proportion 
of it is sent across the ocean" to China. 
[Applause.] 
We want to settle this China 
question for you, and we propose to do it 
in the hop-yards of this country next sea­ 
son if the supply of Indians holds out. 
[Applause.] 
We hope, however, that be­ 
fore next season Congress will pass a law 
sending those pig tails back to the country 
they came from.” 
[Applause.] 


CAPTAIN SAM’s SPEECH. 
Captain Sam, the Chief of tie Pintes and 
a brother of Captain David, was the next 
speaker. H e also spoke through an in ­ 
terpreter. 
H e said : “ I am Captain Sam. 
I have 
been with you six weeks, and the labor 
which we came to accomplish is performed 
and we are now leady to return. 
We have 
done w ell; we have pleased our employers 
and would like to stay longer, but can find 
no more employment. 
It seems strange 
that we m ust leave yon lor w ant of work, 
w hile hundreds of Chinese are employed 
all around us. Mr. Camp isa good m an, so 
is Mr. Menke, and they don't make any 
better men than Csptain Rooney. Thev 
had not a word of complaint, but always 
spoke in the highest terms of our people, 
and on more than one occasion have shown 
their appreciation by substantial presents. 
They treated us like gentlemen, and an In ­ 
dian can be a gentleman as well as anyone. 
I wish to say this for Mr. C am p: W e could 
not have been better treated by our own 
father. Every week he treated "us a little 
better, and 
when 
it 
came 
the 
time 
for 
final 
settlem ent and 
we 
knew 
we m ust part, id v people held up their 
hands and cried, ‘ Oh, how good is Mr. 
Camp. Oh. our father, Mr. Camp. H e is 
better than the G overnm ent; he is as great 
a m an as George W ashington. 
H e treated 
us well. H e let us suffer for nothing; he is 
a g re a te h ie l; he is a kiDg. 
Mr. Menke 
was the first man to ask us to pick hops. 
He opened up to us a heretofore unknow n 
kind of labor and we are now O. K. 
W e 
say let the Great Spirit shower blessings 
upon our three employers.’”

Following is the decision of tbe Assistant 
A ’ ’orn -y-Geiic-ral of the United States for 
the Po toffice D epartm ent upon the recent 
case seising from bundles of campaign 
paper, mailed in San Francisco and w ith­ 
held liora delivery by Postm aster Stephens 
in thi;> city on th e grouud that they were 
not the “ regular issue ” of the paper of 
which they formed a p a rt; that they did 
uot e utain the required data as to place of 
publication, frequency of issue, etc., re­ 
quired by law to entitle them to pound 
rates, auu therefore were not entitled to 
pass as second-class m atter, at which rate 
they hr.d been prepaid. The decision is of 
speciel interest ana im portance to publishers 
of newspapers, as it clearly establishes tbe 
fact th at such publications, when separated 
from the rem ainder of the regular issue, as 
in ihe Sacram ento ease, upon which the 
decision Í3 bsstd, are y.ot mailable as see­ 
ded class matter, or, in other words, at 
newspaper pound rates. 
Publishers must, 
therefore, es was held by tbe Sacramento 
office in this case, pay third rim r rates upon 
such m atter, but the lull am ount of postage 
at such rate must be charged and collected 
at the m ailing office and cannot be subse­ 
quently rated and collected. 
Following is the full decision: 
P ostoffíce D epartm ent, 4 
O ffice of A ssistant atto rn ey -G k n ek al, 
W ashington (D. C.), Septem ber 17,188S. j 
Sir: I have, at your direction, examined the 
case of the San Francisco Chronicle which you 
submit to me this day : 
The ChronicD issued September 4th an issue 
which it calls a tariff edition. 
The first eight pages are given up to campaign 
matter, and this part was sent out separate from 
the rt’A in large packages to addresses, separate 
from the rest, in lait;e numbers. It was held 
up at n postoffice of address because, as stated: 
1. It was not complete, 
2. It did not show :he subscription price, 
It did not short the frequency of issue, 
4. It did not show the exact office of publica­ 
tion. 
The O rontde lias been regularly admitted to 
the mails as a seoond-class publication. 
There appear to have been a technical 
emission in the part sent as tariff matter. It 
did not show on its face that its issue was daily, 
weekly, etc., p.; required by Section 32V, 1’. 
and R., nor did it indicate the subscription 
price as required by Section 332, P. L and R. 
i hese requirements are of long standing. 
Thev were stated as follows in the January 
■GnMt of 1885: 
“ Postmasters will he governed by tlte follow­ 
ing general regulations aud rulings in relation 
to mailing newspapers and periodical m atter ; 
‘T. A newspaper cannot be mailed at pound 
rates unless the subscription price and name of 
the publication be stated therein (p. 553). 
‘•Unless a publication announces in iis columns 
that it is published at regular stated intervals— 
as often as four times a year, ol w hich ;act the 
Postmaster should take note—it cannot be ad­ 
mitted to the pound rate. 
These requirements are in 
9ubstauce re- 
eraeted in the Revised Regulations. 
“A publb-her of a newspaper need not send the 
whole of a publication to each address, but 
when he sends it in parts each part should con­ 
tain all the indicia required to show it to be 
second-class matter. 
Where the indicia are omitted in one detached 
pert of a Dublication the mailing Postmaster, a- 
directed by Postal Laws and Regulat ions, Sec­ 
tion 344, should satisfy himself as to the facts, 
if he is satisfied and mails the m atter, notwith­ 
standing the technical omission, other Post­ 
masters should assume it to be properly mailed, 
and uot withhold it for technical omissions of 
the kind here indicated. The statute specially 
devolves the duty of such exem ina’.ion on the 
mailing office, Postal Laws and Regulations. 
Section 343, and the revision of 1867 suinewhat 
liberalized the regulations in respect to such 
technical omissions, not in contravention of 
positive statute.
